, The drafting of aliens for non- 
military activity was propo.-rd to¬ 
day by A.ssemblyman Lee T. 
Bashore of Glendora, who will in- 
i troJuce the measure in the Legis¬ 
lature thi.s month. 

Paralleling the provisions of the 
National Draft Act. Ba.shore'3 
measure would make aliens be¬ 
tween the ages of 21 and .3.5 .sub¬ 
ject to call as are the citizens 
of the State. 

Impartial draft boards would be 
set up, alien.s would register and 
quotas would be called from the 
counties In the same proportion 
as in the citizens’ draft. The men 
would be u.sed for public defen.se 
work such a.s building and main¬ 
taining strategic military roads 
and highway.^. 

Allens In civilian service would ! 
receive the same rate o." pay, eat; 
the same food ,be similarly shel -1 
tered, receive the .same medical ' 
I care and have the same privileges 
' as citizens in military .service. 

I The State Director of Public 
Works would a'-aume the duties of 
Civilian Service Admlnistritor at 
no increase In .salary and other 
State departments would be called 
upon to assi.st in the administra¬ 
tion of the Act. 

"At the pre.sent time It Is ob- 
viou.sly unfair to call into service 
only the citizens of our State," 
Ba.shore said. "Such a situation 
place.s a premium on being an 
alien.” 

"While our citizens are drafted 
from their regular jobs the road 
is made easy for aliens to take 
their places. At the same time the 
aliens enjoy mo.st of the rights 
and privileges of our citizens I 
under our Democratic form of < 
government. 

"The measure I am to Intro- 
.luce .simply calls upon alien.s of I 
draft age to bear a part of the re-1' 
sponsibility in maintaining these i 
privileges," Bashore concluded. !
